MINI NG; OF GOLD 

LETTER FROM THE MINERS 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 



How Different Kinds of Mining Are 

Carried, On— InterestUg Facta 

Worth Knowing. 

Bio Bar, By 0„ May,80, 1002. 
To the Editor and 'Friends:— " -» 

North of the state of Washington and 
bordering on the Pacific ocean is located 
the greatest gold mining province in all 
Dominion of Canada, British Columbia.' 
This province produces more gold -than all 
the rest of Canada put together. 'There is 
hardly a district in all British Columbia 
but what' has from one to twenty m life in 
operation nil the time, If any one should 
ask if this gold is^all refined you would 
have to say ho. Some of it is found in bra 
or quarts and some in heavy grayel'Dr the 
alluvial. The former" is ; called' mineral 
mining while the latter is called'the placer 
mining. Oft times .both kinds of mining 
are carried .on Bide' by side not of the same 
ledge' .but of a few miles apart.- In British 
Columbia there are many mining : districts 
but -the most important are the Cariboo and 
the Liitooct districts producing gold in al- 
luvial; and the Kootney producing gold in 
quart i. These, mining districts are divided 
into divisions and each division is like' the 
county in Illinois. There ore other gold 
producing districts ' in British . Columbia 
but those already mentioned produce more 
gold than all the other districts in Canada. 
Bat before it enters the assay officeB, either 
Victoria or. Vancouver, it has practically to 
go through ;thV< same process of refining. 
These two cities are striving to gain supre- 
macy over the other as Sparta and Athena 
did in times past nnd gone. So to have 
the same, kind of business one bos establish- 
ed a provincial assay office while the other 
a dominion aaeay office; one taking more 
royalty than the other, providing the gold 



where the -evaporating quick-silver con- 
denses and comes back to its original form 
leaving the'gold in the iron pot^ Another 
way is ,by. hollowing a large potato and 
placing it over the anialgame in a frying 
pan on the" stove! There are other ways 
but these two are the ''safest. In seperat- 
ing a person must be very careful that/. be 
is not salivated: i. e,, be mast be. careful 
not to inhale it as it will cause, bim to loose 
his linger nails, his teeth or bis hair and 
leaving 'a person in a very serious condi- 
tion. '. 

• In the clean 'up the dirt in the boxes,, be- 
tween the blocks, is all washed,, together 
with the quick-silver, which; contains the 
gold. The blocks are all taken out one by 
one and washed also in running water. 
As. we go a|ong the amalgame is gathered 
up by means oE a small stove shovel aad 
put in an" amalgame bowl: AEter' thiB it 
goes to"the retort pot where the seperation 
is made! The gold Ib. then sent to Van- 
couver wbeie it is .tested. The price, of 
gold' varies from $15 to 820 per ounce. It 
all-depends on the condition it is in when 
tested. After deducting a certain per cent 
for royalty.the value of the gold is seat 
back to the owner in goverment bonds,, in 
gold coin or . legal : tenoei and he can do 
with it at he sees fit. Such is the process 
of mining by means of water.

the province of the two cities then there is. 
an allowance made. The royalty is used 
either in th? province or in the Dominion 
of Canada just as the cose may be. , 
. Placer mining us I said is carried on in 
the Cariboo ana the Linooct districts anjl 
Big Bar comes in the latter district. In 
order to tell you something about placer 
mining you must know wbat ie meat by 
the fiume, the ground sliuce and the under 
current. 1 The flume Ib a long. line of boxes 
12x2x2 feet and 2006 feet long, running 
along the side of a, mountain, carrying 
water; the 'ground sluice is a line of boxes 
also 12x2x2 feet but not as long as the flume 
by far, where the dirt and stones are run 
through and where the gold is caught; and 
the under current is an attachment under 
tbe ground sliuce where the fine dirt is al- 
lowed to run and is caught also but much 
finer than' that caught in the ground sliuce.. 
About a mile up the Big Bar creek is 
where the flume gots the water for, mining 
purposes. At the bead of .the flume is. the 
gate that is opened and shut by means of a 
crank. As the.water comes 'down' the flume 
it enters a pressure box from which leads 
the i pipe,carrying.tho waterto themonitors 
two machines used. in' throwing it 'against 
the bank of dirt. V As the dirt Is loosened 
it passes through the ground sliuce together 
withlhe water and .passoi, .off. toward the 
Fraae'r river.' .While the water, and dirt 
moves through the boxes the gold boipg. 
the Heavier material sinks to the bottom of 
the box where it is held fast by means of 
rifile blocks; These blocks are placed in 
the bottom and are iu'dieehigh nnd 6x12 
IncheB, long. and broad. . Between each aet 
of blocks^, three in number, . is nailed a 
Stick 2 Inches square by 2 feet long and up- 
on which the gold falls and mixes with the. 
quick-silver, -The. mixture oE' gold and 
quick-ailvar Is called amalgame,.: The sep- 
eration of these two minerals is made and 
then you. have the gold in one htqul while 
in the- other you b'oldthe quick-Btiver. ■ : 
. There are different; ways of ' Beticrftting 
"one from tbo otber. One Vfny is bb means 
f of retorting, which is done by plating tbo 
nmalgame'in an iron pot, qver'a Wge, with 
the I id Securely fastened and ha* jg a tube 
leading troiaitvto a'' tub of copd water,

SrhiKOFi eld, III, , JnKE 17, 1902, 
The weather has .'been generally warm..- 
through the state during tbe pnat week and 
excessive rains have fallen over the greater . , 
portion of the northern and- central dis- 
tricts. These conditions have been favora- 
ble for. the growth of veaetation, but con- 
siderable: damage to. growing crops has , 
resulted from flooding and washing of Gelds 
and high winds. The greatest damage 
occurred in tbe counties of the- north cen- 
tral portion of the state. ' In those parts of 
the northern and central districts i where the ' 
rains were not so beavy'the general condi- 
tion of crops is, very fine^ Farm work has 
been delayed very much during the week ' 
over the northern district. - 1 In ports of the . 
southern district good' rains hayeY- fallen, 
especially' toward the end of the week, but- 
over most of the district they have been ii.- 
safficient to meet the needs of vegetation, 
and in many localities, crops are suffering 
greatly for rain. Chinch bugs are becom- 
ing plentiful in this district and are caus- 
ing considerable -damage. Wheat and rye;/ 
are generally doing well in the. northern 
and central districts, though there has been 
some damage by lodging, and' more is 
feared. Ia the central district wheat is 
nearly ready for harvesting, and in some' 
localities karvestiug has already begun. In 
the southern district harvesting is well ad- ■ 
vanced, with a good yield promised in some 
localities and a poor yield in others.

Meadows and pastures 
are generally good, but they' need rain 
badly In parts of. the southern 'district. 
Cow peas are. being sown and are coming • 
up nicely. FotatoeB.and garden truck are 
generally doing -well, but potatoes have ; 
been injured somewhat in the northern die- ' 
triet by excessive rains and in- the south- 
ern district by dry -weather. Fruit, pros- 
pects are somewhat less favorable than last 
week. , Much fruit was blown off of the'., 
trees by high winds lost week.

dollars 'invested in 'their .mtnes,';and yef 
many of these mines are being' Hooded 
and ruined because, while willing to yay] 
the wages ot r 4,000 coal and v iron police;' 
to protect 1 the- non-union men they art 
assembling In the -coal, regions,' the op- 
erators will not.grant:tho Increase asked 
by the miners. Hence the negotiations 
brought about by the National Civic F<td- 
oration .were broken off and the country 
is forced to' witness a struggle,. tho end. 
of which may. mean ruin to many indus- 
tries u ud, to millions of people. 
; Tho siluntlon ndw-may be briefly sum- 
med up: Every mine of any consequence 
In the coal regions Is tied -up. '■ Mhny of: 
them are being allowed to fill with\water 
and men cannot be obtained to pump 
them.- At others clerks, bosses and non- 
union men an* trying to run the pumps 
and over these a force of 4.000iron and 
coal police are' keeping guard. .'The PcniK 
sylvanln' law makes easy the formation 
of this private army. • By it mine owners 
go to the big eltlcs, hire bums, ex-con- 
vlcbj, 'discharged:, policemen, .drunken 
sailors, the riffraff of the streets' and 'tho 
lodging houses, nnd bring them to.. their 
mlo'cs. ' The , operators put .^badges . on. 
them, place .weapons in their hands, and! 
thus the "coal and -iron police" are cre- 
sted, ' 

The fight now seems to be a waiting 
one, victory to belong to the side which 
can bold out the longest. On the face 
of It,, it .'would scorn ns though under 
such circumstances, the. strikers would 
lose. But appearances sometimes de- 
ceive. The strikers arc united, flrta and 
determined, They' can live on little. They 
have the sympathy of the business inter- 
ests throughout the anthracite region. 
They will have the material aid, when 
asked for, If organized' labor everywhere. 
Fully 48,000 of them have left the coal 
fields since the, strike began and have' 
found work In other occupations, thus en- 
abling the union loaders to better care 
, for, those .who remain.: ,, . 

■' On' the other' hand the cessation' of 'work, 
means a loss to the coal carrying and 
coal mining roads of $10,000,000 • a 
month. This. Is a. considerable. item even 
in an, age like this, when men talk Jn 
millions. Perhaps the roads after an- 
other month may come to consider this., 
.The miners seem determined to remain 
out' until they win. ' 'For the union it is 
not now o. mere fight for 5 per cent; it 
,1s a fight for the future and a fight for 
their ' existence. Stubborn as are tbe 
operators, the miners are; equally reso- 
lute. , With their own resources they feel 
confident that they can remain out four 
months. \ . 

' Meantime n new clement has entered 
the situation— tbe soft coal strike in the 
two Virglntns, where. nearly 20,000 men 
are Idle because of the refusal of tie 
bituminous operators to grant en increase 
In wnges. If thla Btrlke succeeds;, if 
President Mitchell and the other.lenders 
In the United Mine Workers' Union suc^ 
cced-ln cutting off the supply of soft coal 
to .the .eastern markets, thereby .<, forcing 
the shutting •down'of mills" nnd factories', 
and railroads, they feel confident that 
enough Influence will be brought to bear 
upon the operators to. compel them .to 
make such concessions as will end both 
strikes. The two Virginias mine 4,000,- 
000 tons of coal monthly, and this, witA 
the output of the soft coal regions of this 
State,' supplies most of the eastern trade. 
By cutting this off, the industries of. the 
Eant would be paralysed. But such a 
pressure would be brought to bear upon 
the operators that a settle me at could not 
Jong be deferred, 

All hopes for a settlement of the trou- 
ble-have not, however, been abandoned. 
Under instructions from President Roose- 
velt on investigation into' the.wholo.raat- 
( ttr is beings-conducted, by Ctrrollt'D.' 
Wright, .United States;; Commissioner >f 
•Labor. It should, however, be7»tat'ed; 
that Mr, Wright is nbt clothed'.with the) 
Jurisdiction of. an arbitrator, nor con Mr! 
Roosevelt' take any official action.. Ths 
President, however, con Informally seek 
relief from the present situation and ha 
is now employing every resource in. his 
power. 

Meantime President Mitchell holds in 
abeyance the call for a national conven- 
tion of all coal miners, In which the Ques- 
tion of a national strike is to come up.

It Is generally conceded that the pres- 
ent postal money order system is both 
Inadequate and Inconvenient, and -Con- 
gress has, been attempting to perfect a de- 
sign- for^ currency, intended, especially.; for, 
transmission through the malls, ' Partic- 
ularly ' since the adoption of .! rural \ nmfl' 
delivery-has the need been felt- of lome 
plan for sending urn nil sums of moncj by 
mall without necessitating a special jour- 
ney to the postofflce an the part of ■ the 
sender. , < > -. ■ 

-The committee on pqBtomces. and post- 
roads ha to had before them a measure 
providing a post check in denominaUoiiB 
of $5. and down to the,. den o mi nations, of. 
.fractional' currency, " It was proposed to 
retire the; five, two and one dollar bills 
now. issued by the government and sub- 
stitute tho post-check and mako the lat- 
ter the regular paper money for .those 
denominations. 
.The proposed post check -was nothing 
more than an ordinary : government note 
so. printed as to permit Its transforma- 
tion quickly. Into a veritable check, By 
affixing a stamp and writing upompn)- 
vlded spaces the name and address of the 
payee this note would become a money 
order, payable only to tho payee. To. 
forge the signature of the payee was 
made e penitentiary offense, same, as 
counterfeiting. As rapidly as the signed 
bills wonld come Into the ^possession of 
postmasters they .were-, to be aent to 
Washington for. redemption. , 

By this process, should one desire to 
make remittance by mail he would sim- 
ply take out a bill or piece' of ''fractional 
currency, write the. name of his creditor, 
affix' and cancel n stamp, and It would 
only ■require' the ^"signature of ' the .latter, 
to again, make, the money as good as gold 
at, the office named. " 
'The committee of postal nnd treasury 
experts appointed to consider' the above 
plan for the establishment of a postal 
currency, however, submitted nn adverse 
report to tho Postmaster General. While 
commending the general scheme, the re- 
port eaid the methods of detail seemed 
impracticable. The bill since framed Is 
supposed to be free from the objections 
advanced and it Is satd'the measure Is 
likely to be. favorably considered by Con- 
gress.

Preliminary reports of the spring

acres In North Dakota; due largely to un- 
favorable weather during sowing time in 
the lied River valley t a reduction of 400,- 
000 acres In' South Dakota, resulting in 
the main from an Increasing tendency to- 
ward greater diversification of crops, end 
s reduction of , 340,000 acres I n Neb raska , 
consequent 'on the' gradual yielding. 'of 
spring wheat to winter wheat. 

The average condition of spring wheat 
on!. June T' was 05.4,' as compared with 
02 at the corresponding date last year, 
87.8 on June 1, 1000, and a ten-year av- 
erage of 92.0. Tbe present average has 
been exceeded only three times In ths 
last fifteen years. 

Of tho States having 1,000,000 acres or 
upward in spring wheat South Dakota 
reports a condition of 100, North Dakota 
00 and Minnesota and Iowa 05. In 
Washington and Oregon, which together 
have'over 1,100,000 acre's, the condition 
averages are ST and Ofi 'respectively. 

The average condition of winter wheat 
on Juno l'was 70.1, as compared with 
70.4 on May 1, -1002; 87.8 on Jane 1, 
1901; 82.7 on June 1, 1000, and 80,3 f the 
mean of the June averages of the Oast 
ten 1 , years. During May there was a 
gain of three' points is Michigan, Illinois 
and Kansas, of one point in Indiana, two 
points In Nebraska snd' seven points in 
Oklahoma. On the other hand, there 
was a loss of two points In California 
and three points in ^Pennsylvania, with 
no measurable change, in.

WASHINGTON LETTER 

.. (i'roin' Our ileirulnr Correspondent) . 

On Friday ;the President- sent to Con- 
gress a message devoted exclusively to the 
subject/ of Cuban. reciprocity. . There is 
nothing domineering or dictatorial about 
Mr- RooBeyelt'a utterance." It is a straight- 
forward i forceful appeal to Congress to 
carry to a successful' issue tho great work 
begun when the United States declared war 
against Spain because of the oppression 
whieh she had visited upon Cuba, and 
which ended with the establishment of the 
republic of Cuba. Mr. Roosevelt urges 
Congress not to curtail the magnanimous 
policy oE this great and powerful nation by 
halting before the complete fulfilment of 
the pledges she has made to Cuba, to the 
world, but more than all, to herself j not to 
permit sordid and selfish reasons to deter 
her from insuring to the new born repub- 
lic that measure of prosperity which can 
result only from generous reciprocal conces- 
sions. He expresses the firm conviction 
that such concessions will not injure any 
industry is this country. He dwell&*upon 
the fact that, by the limitations which we 
have placed on Cuba's foreign policy 
through the Piatt amendment, wa have 
obligated ourselves to grant her special 
concessions is return. 

Before Mr. Roosevelt sent bis message to 
Congress it was urged upon him that such 
a course would be inexpedient, and that it 
•would have a tendency to injure his chances 
of a renomination, that it might -even in- 
jure the chances of republican victory at 
the polls but these objections bad no weight 
with the President. He regards the enact- 
ment of a law providing for Cuban reci- 
procity as a duty and with him the convic- 
tion that a certain action is his duty out* 
weighs all other considerations. .Bisman- 
ly exposition of his convictions cannot but 
command the respect of all true Americans 
whether they take issue with his reasoning 
or not. In the words of the late respected 
"Jerry" Rusk, "He seen his duty and he 
done it." The responsibility now rests 
with Congress ,

Rep- 
resentative Long said tbat the President's 
message would result in the prompt pas- 
sage of the Cuban hill, but Mr. Long has 
held that it would pass from the first.

"The granting of. reciprocity with Cuba 
Is a -proposition' which ^.stands.' entirely, 
alone,. The reasons for It -far outweigh 
those for'grnntlng .reciprocity with any-' 
other, nation, and are entirely, consistent 
with, preserving intact the protective ays-: 
tem under which this country has thrlv-* 
en so marvelously. * The present tariff- 
law was designed To pruiriote thcadop-; 
tlon of such a reciprocity treaty, and.ex- 
p'roBsly provided, for a . reduction - not to 
exceed 20 - per cent ■ upon - goods coming 
from a pa r t Icu 1 a r cott n t ry , 5 ea vl ng " t tie 
tariff rates on the same articles. unchang- 
ed as regards oil other countries, 

."Objection has been made to the grant 1 ' 
lag" of the reduction ou tho ground that 
the /substantial benefit', would not go to 
the agricultural producer of sugar, 'but 
would Inure to the American sugar re-, 
liners. In ; my ' judgment provision can 
and should be- made 'which will guaran- 
tee us against this possibility; without 
having recourse to a meamire of doubt- 
ful policy, such as a bounty in the form 
of a *»bate. r 

"The question as. to which, If any, of 
tbo different schedules of thc-tarfff ought 
most properly to be revised docs not en- 
ter into tills matter in, any way ar shape. 
We. are concerned with getting a friendly 
reciprocal arrnugement with Cuba, This 
arrangement applies to all ihe articles 
that Cuba grows or produces. It is not 
In our power to determine I'what theae 
articles shall- bo: aud auy discussion ,nf 
the, tariff as It affects special schedules, 
or countries other- than Cuba, Is wholly 
nsfda from the subject matter to which 
1 call your attention. 

"Some of our leading citizens oppose 
the lowering of tbc tariff on Cuban pro- 
ducts, just as three yen rs. a go -they op- 
posed the ndnilsslon-of'tlie Hawaii an' Isl-' 
ands, test free trade with them might' 
roln certain "of our Interests here. In 
tbc actual event: the) r fears proved base- 
less sb regards Hawaii, and their nppre* 
henalona aa to the damage to any Indus- 
try of our own because of the proposed 
measure of reciprocity with Cuba seem 
to me equally bnscless. In my judgment 
no -American Industry will be hurt, and 
many American Industries will bc bene- 
fited by the proposed action, It is to our 
advantage as a : nation that the growing 
Cuban market should be controlled by. 
American producers. 

Clo»c Friendship Urged, 

"The events' following the war with 
Spain, and the prospective building of 
the isthmian canal, render it certain that 
wc must take In the future a far greater 
interest -than -hitherto In what happens 
throughout the; West' Indies', Central 
America, . and the adjacent coasts and 
watera".: J .Wc cxpcctiCuba to treat us on 
an exceptional. footing' politically,' and wo 
should put her In the same exceptional 
position economically, 

"The proposed action .is fn Hno vrltb 
the course we hnve pursued' as regards 
all the Islands. with which we have been 
brought .Into relations of, varying Inti- 
macy by tbc Spanish war. Porto llico 
and Hawaii have been Included within 
our tariff lines, to their great benefit ns 
well, aa ours, nnd without any' of tbo 
feared detriment to our own industries. 
, "Cuba Is an independent republic, but 
a republic, which, haa, assumed certain 
special obligations as regards her Inter- 
national position in. compliance with nur 
request. I ask for her certain special 
economic concessions In -return; these, 
economic concessions to benefit us as 
"well 'aa" her.

during the past four yeara. On her be- 
half we waged a war of which the main-, 
spring. was generoba Indignation' against 
oppression, and we horciept fnlth ab- 
solutely. 

"It la earnestly to be hoped that we 
will complete In the same spirit the rec- 
ord bo well begun,' and show In' our. do'ulf 
lags,, with Cuba that steady continuity 
of policy which It Is essential for our 
nation to establish In foreign' affairs. If 
wc desire to play well our part as a 
World power, i
